Elections in Ireland, and to extend the Elective Franchise 
to many of His Majesty’s Subjects therein, who have not heretofore 
enjoyed the same, and to increase the number of Representatives 
^ for certain Cities and Boroughs in that part of the United Kingdom ; 
iBCi; it tfiftefote Cttattch, by The KING’S most Excellent Majestv, 
by and with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and Tem- 
poral, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by 
the Authority of the same, THAT in addition to the Freeholders 
I0 now by law entitled to vote at Elections of Knights of the Shire, 
every Male person of full age and not subject to any legal incapacity, 
holding any Lands or Tenements within any county in Ireland by 
lease for any term of years not less than Twenty-one years from the 
commencement thereof, whereon a rent of not less than Fifty 
i£ pounds annually shall have been bona fide reserved, shall, after due 
registration under this Act, have a right to vote at the Election of 
Knights of the Shire to serve for such County in any future 
Parliament.

and who shall not be by law disqualified from so voting; and such 
Barrister shall in like manner expunge from each list purporting to 
be a list of persons now qualified to vote, and whose right in that 
33 respect is hereby saved, the name of every person appearing not to 
be so qualified or entitled, or to be legally disqualified, and insert 
therein the name of every person omitted therefrom who shall appear 
to be so entitled, and not to be disqualified by any law from voting 
at Elections.

Perjury. 

And be it Enacted, That snch Sittings shall not be attended by 
any counsel, solicitor or attorney on behalf of any party ; and that the 20 
Barrister shall at such sitting finally determine upon all claims, 
questions or objections relating to such Lists respectively, and shall 
in open Court write the initial letters of his name opposite each 
name by him inserted or expunged, and also sign his name to each 
corrected List. 

And be it Enacted, That such Lists, when so corrected and signed, 
shall be tacked together, so as that those belonging to each County, 

City and Borough may form one List for such County, City or Bo-

And be it Enacted, That at each County Election the number of 
hours during which the Poll shall be kept open shall on the first 
day be Seven hours, and on the second day Eight hours ; and that 
no Poll shall be kept open longer than Four of the clock in the 
afternoon of the second day. 5 

And be it Enacted, That each County Election shall be holden 
at such of the places appointed by the Justices under this Act for 
taking Polls, as to the Sheriffs shall seem fit, and shall be under the 
superintendence of such Sheriff; and such Sheriff shall cause Booths 
to be erected or provided at the said several places of polling, in like 10 
manner as is hereinbefore directed with respect to each Election 
for any City, Town or Borough. 

And be it Enacted, That at each County Election the Poll Clerks 
shall at the close of each day’s Poll enclose and seal their several 
Books, and shall in open court deliver them to the Sheriff or his I5 
Deputy presiding at snch Poll, who shall give a receipt for the same ; 
and the Sheriff or his Deputy shall; on the commencement of the 
Poll on the second day deliver them back, so enclosed and sealed, 
to the person from whom he shall have received them ; and on the 
final close of the Poll in each booth the Sheriff or his Deputy shall 20 
keep such Poll Books so enclosed and sealed, and shall on the re- 
assembling of the County Court on the Sixth day, openly examine 
and cast up the number of Votes as appearing in such books, and 
openly declare the state of the Poll or Polls, and make Proclamation 
of the Member or Members chosen.

And be it Enacted, That all laws, statutes and usages now in 
force respecting Elections of Members to serve in Parliament for any 
County City Town or Borough in Ireland, shall, save so far as they 
are respectively repealed or altered by this Act, remain, and they 
are hereby declared to be in full force. 3 ° 

And be it Enacted, That if any Sheriff, Returning Officer, Bar- 
rister or other person shall wilfully contravene or disobey any pro- 
visions of this Act, he shall for each such offence be liable to be 
sued for the sum of One hundred pounds, to be recovered by an action 
of debt or information in the name of His Majesty s Attorney 35 
General, or any other person, in any of His Majesty s superior 
courts of record at Dublin; and the Jury may in any such action 
find a verdict for such full sum of One hundred pounds, or for any 
sum not less than Ten pounds, as they shall think just ; and the 
defendant against whom such verdict shall be found, shall pay the 
amount thereof, with full costs of suit, to the use of His Majesty, or 
of the person suing.

! prejudice or affect the right of any party grieved by any such 

misconduct 
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misconduct of any Sheriff, Returning Officer, Barrister or other 
person, to recover in an action on the case for a false Return, or such 
other action as such person may by law be then entitled to maintain. 



And be it Enacted, That if any person included in any List 
5 required to be made under this Act, but who at the time of any 
Election shall be in the enjoyment of any office disqualifying him 
from voting thereat, shall presume so to vote, whether included in 
such List or not, such person shall be liable to all penalties, for- 
feitures and provisions to which he would have been subject for such 
i o offence by any law in force at the time of committing the same ; 
and in case of a Petition to the House of Commons for altering the 
Return, or setting aside the Election at which such person shall have 
voted, his vote shall be struck off by the Committee, with such costs 
as to them shall seem meet to be paid by him to the Petitioner. 

15 And be it Enacted, That in addition to those persons now quali- 
fied and entitled to vote at the Election of a Member to serve in 
Parliament for the University of Dublin, every person of full age, 
and not otherwise by law disqualified, who shall have obtained a 
scholarship in the said University, shall be entitled to vote at the 
20 Election of a Member or Members to serve for the said University 
in any future Parliament ; provided such person shall have continued 
his name upon the books of the said University up to the time of 
such Election, or shall, in case he shall have removed his name 
therefrom, replace the same thereon within Six calendar months 
25 after the passing of this Act. 

And be it Enacted, That the words “ City or Borough” used in 
this Act, shall be construed to include all places, whether corporate 
or otherwise, entitled to send a Member or Members to serve in Par- 
liament ; and that the words “ Returning Officer” used in this Act, 
30 shall be construed to include every person by his office entitled to 
preside at the Election of a Member or Members to serve in Parlia- 
ment, and to include several persons so entitled. 

And be it Enacted, That no Clergyman shall be permitted to vote 
as such at any Election for a Member or Members to serve in any 
35 future Parliament, unless his name shall have been duly registered 
pursuant to the provisions of this Act. 

And be it Declared and Enacted, That every person entiled to Two 
or more Freehold Estates or Interests in any County in Ireland, the 
annual value whereof shall in the aggregate amount to Ten pounds, 
40 according to the mode of valuing Freeholds now by law prescribed 
for the qualification of Electors, and who shall be in all other respects 
duly qualified, shall be entitled to vote at any Election for Members 
to serve in any future Parliament for such County, although no one 
of such Freehold Estates may be of such annual value of Ten pounds 
according to such mode of valuation.
